"There is nothing so powerful as 
motion pictures in influencing peo­ 
ple," said Thomas Edison, the world 
famous inventor, recently. 
"They 
are the most powerful means of 
influencing people at the present time 
and will increase in power from year 
to year. 
W hoever controls the mo­ 
tion picture industry controls the 
most powerful medium of influence 
over the people. 
‘I think motion pictures have just 
started. 
It is my opinion th at in 
twenty years children will be taught 
thru pictures and not thru books." 
Edison said he regarded moving 
pictures as one hundred per cent 
perfect for teaching. 
They could 
influence people mightily for good or 
bad in the moral sense 
They were 
the best means of the dissemination 
of knowledge, especially among chil­ 
dren.

FIGURES SHOW BIG 
U. S. MURDER TOLL 


Ten thousand victims each year 
are the murder toll in the United 
States, according to a conclusion of 
an insurance journal from homicide 
statistics. 
It was compiled 
from 
twenty-eight leading American cities 
for the year 1922. 
The statistics show that nine out 
of every hundred thousand inhabi­ 
tants of those cities were killed by 
the violence of others.

There isn’t an intelligent man in 
Texas who is against good roads 
Texans may differ in their views as 
to the best method of securing good 
roads, but they never differ in their 
desire for good roads. 
We believe that there should be 
j two systems of highways in Texas. 
! First, there should be built an ade- 
I quate state system of highways under 
j the control of the state; second, there 
j should be added to this a county 
system of highways under the control 
of the county. 
That these two very 
desirable results may obtain, we be­ 
lieve 
that 
whatever ctmstitutional 
inhibition there may be should be 
removed. 
It is up to the people of this 
great state— the tax-paying and road 
using people of Texas— to put across 
such great issues as would place the 
state highway system upon a real 
concrete foundation and look forward 
for the centuries to come in the all 
important matter of road building.

Of all occupied men and boys 
in the twenty-three leading countries 
fifty-one per cent are engaged in 
agriculture, and of all occupied girls 
and women fifty p«r cent follow 
agricultural pursuits, statistics show. 
The figures do not include the large 
agricultural populations of Hungary, 
Russia, China, Serbia, Argentina and

The largest number of both male 


I and female agricultural workers in 
the countries covered is in India, 
where seventy-one million males and 
thirty-four million females are so 
employed and comprise seventy-two 
per cent of the total number of the 
workers. 
The United States is

ond with eleven million males and 
two million females, or twenty-nine 
per net of a1 employed persons. 
The figures were complied to show 
that problems concerning agricultural 
workers affect a larger number of 
workers in almost every country than 
those engaged in mining, lumbering, 
manufacturing, or commerce, and in 
a few countries more than in all 
these industries. 


LEASES ARE RULED 
TAXABLE BY COURT 


Oil and gas leases are held to be 
taxable separate and distinct from 
lands and estates by the holders of 
such leases, by the supreme court of 
Texas in an opinion rendered just 
before the court adjourned for the 
term.

Following is a brief account of 
the trip to Yellowstone National Park 
made by Wayne Kenshaw and Pat 
Bobo, written by the former: 
“It is futile to attempt to describe 
in a few words the wonders of our 
Yellowstone National Park, the larg­ 
est and most beautiful pf the national 
parks, pf which there are many. 
In 
my opinion, a trip to this park is 
worth more than any other trip onP 
could take to any place* upon the 
; American continent, and an account 
' of our recent trip will no doubt be 
of interest to at least a few of our 
readers. 
“The ‘Irishman’ and I left Rhome 
June 19th in our little red Ford coru- 
pletey equipped for camping. 
After 
a slow and easy journey of about 
two weeks, during which time we 
saw the principal points of interest 
in and around Colorado Springs, Den­ 
ver and Cheyenne, we arrived full of 
anticipation in Cody, Wyoming, the 
‘jumping off’ place to the park. We 
left Cody about noon and were in the 
park by five o’clock, having traversed 
the beautiful stretch of road leading 
thru the famous Shosnone canyon. 
“At the time of our entrance we 
were planning to camp one night in 
the park, see it the next day and 
return to Cody for the home trip, but 
it did not take us long to realize that 
one can not see the wonders of such 
j a place in so short a time, so our 
plans were changed. 
After camping 
the first 
night at the head of the 
Yellowstone river, 
w'e struck camp 
the next 
morning and 
started the 
slow' and 
thrilling one hundred and 
fifty mile circuit of the park. 
By 
noon we found ourselves only fifteen 
miles along and much more deeply 
impressed with the wonders of the 
America continent. 
The road here 
follows the Yellowstone river from 
its head at the Yellowstone lake over 
the upper and lower falls and to the 
grand canyon of the Yellowstone, by 
far the most impressive section of 
the 
park. 
In 
the 
afternoon 
we 
crossed Duraven pass and drove the 
little ‘Lizzie’ to the summit of snow 
capped Mount Washburn, ten thous­ 
and feet above the level of the sea. 
We camped that night at Tower 
Fails. 
I 
The next morning on tile way to 
the mammoth hot springs we en­ 
countered our first bear. 
We tried 
to keep from being afraid of him, 
as everyone had assured us that they 
were perfectly tame and would do 
one no harm. 
However, the ‘Irish­ 
man’ concluded that since there were 
no fences around the park, that par­ 
ticular bear might have been a new 
1 comer and was not so weir known 
around there as the others, so we 
satisfied ourselves by simply taking 
his picture and made no attempt to 
feed him out of our hands. 
We were 
also fortunate that day in seeing deer 
and elk along the roadside. 
On our fourth and last day we 
saw the famous Old Faithful Geyser. 
It was not in eruption when We 
arrived so we sat down to wait, and, 
faithful as it bas been thru the cen­ 
turies, It came forth at the proper 
time to give us one of the most 
pleasing spectacles we saw at all. 
We camped that night again in Cody 
and the next day. Friday the 13th, 
commenced or journey home to Wise 
county and Texas— the best country 
we have seen at all!’’
